EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The systematic care with which a 
great public project is investigated in 
France is illustrated by the examina- 
tion now in progress as to the proposed 
inland sea in Africa, south of the De- 
partinent of Constantine. A commis- 
sion of 50 members, including many 
of the leading men of France, and pre- 
sided over by M. de Freycinet, is con- 
sidering the project in every light. 
It has divided itseif into three sub- 
commissions, of which the first is ex- 
aminiog the practical difficulties to be 
overcome, the second in physical, me- 
teorological and hygienic consequences 
of the work, and the third the politi- 
cal, commercial and maritime results 
to be expected. If the three sub-com- 
missions report favorably, a fourth 
will be formed to decile whether the 

-work should be undertaken by the 
State or left to private enterprise, and 
on what terms. In this country they 
would send out a couple of old broken 
down politicians, who would go off on 
aspree at Government expense, and 
their report would be based upun the 
amount of money they saw in the pro- 
ject fur themselves. 


By a singular, coincidence no sooner 
have the relicts of Jesse James, the la- 
mented, set out on a lecturing tour, 
than there is a bold bank burglary in 
northern Missouri. It is impossible 
to escape one or two conclusions from 
this circumstance.

The Helpless Sufferers Appeal to the 
Cvuantry For Aid. 
DEsMOINEs, June 21. 
The following appeal for aid is fur- 


To the Public—After two days and 
nights spent in traversing the track of 
the tornado, and having reports from 
scores of reporters sent to all parts of 
it, I find the condition of the stricken 
people so piteoug and so needful of, 
instant and generous help that I send 
this appeal to the people of the United 
States in their bebaif. The tornado 
made a swarth of destruction through 
a thickly settled portion of Iowa 150 
miles in length and an average of half a 
mile in width, extending from a point 
south ot Ames in the center of the 
State, and swept in the shape of a 
crescent to South Eaglish, in Keokuk 
county,.in the south eastern part of the 
State. We have names now of 69 
dead and 500 wounded. Half of the 
latter are pitinble and helpless. All 
that the people of Iowa can do will be 
done to alleviate their condition and 
repair in part the losses of the suffer- 
ers; but it will take 


ONE MILLION OF DOLLARS. 


Children with both parents killed 
were left maimed and wounded them- 
selve. Every condition of woe exists 
that most tenderly appeals to the pity 
of human hearts. The wounds in- 
flicted by debris that filled the air like 
chaos, by the electric balls of fire that 
séemed to traverse every inch of space, 
and that exploded with fearfully fatal 
effect, will many of them defy all skill 
and nursing. The storm took upon 
its great spiral or funnel houses a 
thousand feet high, and took up and 
carried large bands of cattle through 
the air for thousands of feet and 
dashed them down dead in heaps.

He ex- 
plained that his address was intended 
rather for an American than an Irish 
audience and it was an appeal to the 
understanding of-the American people 
through their press. The position of 
the American people is a_ purely 
judicial one, and public opinion in this 
country will only consider facts and 
statistics as presented by the Irish 
Land League. 

The speaker then presented statis- 
tics, and argued that landlordism as it 
stande to-day is a wretched, complete 
and unmitigated failure, and under 
its rule the peasantry are compelled 
to live in one-roomed huts on inferior 
diet, amid agrarian crimes, murder 
and disaffection. He then proceeded 
to show that for the last 70 years mil- 
lions of dollars have been extracted 
yearly from the labor and soil of 
Ireland by some 10,000 individuals 
who contributed scarcely anything to 
the country themselves. Side by side 
with the vast decline of Irish wealth, 
during the last century, are no less 
than five famines, and millions. of 

unds have been abstracted by the 
ew landlords, and yet Englishmen 
cannot understand why we want this 
state of things abolished.

publican leaders and organs that the 
ten years law has taken the Chinese 
question out of politics is deceitful in 
purpose and false:in facts, so long as 
the Chinese remain in the country;

religious opinion, and demands the 
repeal of those now existing; demands 
a material reduction of railroad fares 
and freights and a prohibition of dis- 
crimination against localities or per- 
sons; condemns a majority of the 
present State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners; pledges Democratic 
nominees to carry Gut the letter and 
spirit of this resolution; advocates 
compelling railroadsto pay taxes on as- 
sessments; holds that all railroad land 
grants lapsed by nonfulfillmert of con- 
tracts should be revoked and the pub- 
lic domain reserved for actual settlers; 
that it is the duty of the Government 
to protect and improve rivers and 
harbors; favors civil service re- 
form in accordance with the Pendle- 
ton bill, and denownces the attempt 
to run the State University io the in- 
terests of the Republican party. 
SThe convention proceeded to con- 
sider the platform by planks. 

The Sunday law plank was adopted, 
280 to 167, after a vigorous discus- 
sico. 

The convention adjourned until 3 
p. M. There is some prospect of no n- 
inations being reached to-day. There 
is not much change in the situation. 
Hearst’s managers seem to be growing 
more confident of his nomination, but 
they do not regard the rule against 
changing votes in bis favor. 


Alaska News. 
San Francisco, June 21. 

Alaska uews, via Port Townsend, is 
that at Harrisburg the snow is fast 
disappearing. §§ Active preparations 
are makiog for resumption of mining 
operations. A slight Indian disturb- 
ance was promptly suppressed by 
Lieutenant Benson at Fort Wrangel. 
Business is fairly active. The Indians 


are quiet at every settlement in the 
Territory. Citizens are protesting bit- 
terly against the tardiness of Congress 
in providing a civil government. 

Sitka advices are to the effect that 
since the Wachussetts left the Indians 
haveexhibited signs of discontent. The 
commander of the marine guard had 
his hands full to preserve order en the 
night of May 19 while arresting some 
drunken Indians. One of them struck 
a corporal of the guard with a club, 
who shot him down. Great excite- 
ment, and disturbance imminent. The 
guard was under arms the whole night 
and citizens : ssembled at the Custom 
House, where the Government armory 
is located. The Indian did not die and 
the trouble quieted down. The arrival 
of the Corwin had a depressing effect 
upon the malcontents. The liquor 
law is enforced so strictly that no 
perscription in spirits can be had for 
medivinal purposes. The marine 
guard was left without a surgeon. Two 
surgeons of the Rodgers who arrived 
in the Corwin have been kept steadily 
occupied since they arrived.
